AGREEMENT " 
NO SEPARATE PEACE 
PACT 


AN important joint declaration and agreement between 

Great Britain and Russia, stating that the two 
countries will support each other in every way in the war 
against Germany, and that neither country will make 
peace except in agreement with the other, was published 


yesterday. 


Headed '' An Anglo-Russian 


Agreement,” it reads: 


"" Agreement for joint action by His Majesty’s Government in 


the United Kingdom and the Government of the U.S.S.R. in 


the war against Germany.

COLLABORATION 
POLICY 


Tiis historic agreement gives effect 
to the policy of practical collaboration, 
as laid down in the Prime Minister’s 
broadcast on Sunday, June 11—the day 
the Germans marched into Russia—and 
in Mr. Eden’s speech in the House of 
Commons on the following Tuesday. 
Mr. Churchill, in his broadcast, said: 
““ Any man or State who fights against 
Nazism will have our aid. Any man 
or State who marches with Hitler is 
our foe—it is our policy, and that is 
our declaration. It follows, therefore. 
that we shall give whatever help we 
can to Russia and to the Russian 
SC 

Mr. Eden was equally emphatic. 
‘Russia has been invaded wantonly, 
treacherously, without warning,” he 
said. ‘‘ Russians to-day are fighting 
for their soil. They are fighting the 
man who seeks to dominate the world. 
That is also our sole task...” 

It will be seen that the agreement is 
the logical and appropriate outcome of 

The keynote of the 
declaration is its military character, 
emphasising that the great object is to 

advance in every practicable way the 
successful prosecution of the war 
against Germany. 


RUSSO-POLISH 
RELATIONS 


Similar agreements for mutual as- 
sistance with the undertaking to make 
no separate peace, have- been signed by 
Britain in the past with both Poland 
and France. Unhappily, France failed 
to live up to her commitments, but at 
the Inter-Allied meeting in “ondon on 
June 12 a _ resolution was passed 
solemnly. declaring again that the 
Governménts concerned would con- 
tinue to struggle against German and 
Italian oppression until victory is won. 

Negotiations for the present agree- 
ment with Russia have for the most 
part taken place in Moscow between 
Sir Stafford Cripps, M. Stalin and M. 
Molotov, and, no doubt, recent talks 
in London between Mr. Eden and M. 
Maisky, the Soviet Ambassador, were 
also partly on this subject, though it 
is understood that these talks also dealt 
with Russo-Polish relations. 


NO SEPARATE 
PEACE 


The Press Association Diplomatic 
Correspondent says that the agreement 
means that no matter what happens in 
the West if Hitler turns the full force 
of his armed strength against Britain, 
and no matter what happens on the 
great battle front which stretches in 
the East from the White Sea to the 
Black Sea, neither side will separately 
engage in any peace or armistice nego- 
tiations.

RUSSIANS RETAKE 
TWO TOWNS

VICHY, Monday. 


The communiqué by the Soviet In- 
formation Bureau early this morning, 
quoted in a Moscow telegram, states: 

‘* Large-scale encounters took place 
yesterday in the Pskov, Vitebsk and 
Novograd-Volynsk sectors. In the 
centre of the front Red Army troops 
re-captured [lovine and Rogachev.

Rogachev is a key town on the 
central front, about 110 miles east- 
south-east of Minsk. 

The Soviet Information Bureau said 
this morning that German losses in the 
first three weeks of war number at 
least 1,000,000 men. Soviet losses bemg 
not more than 250,000. 
sore thau. 2,300 fierman ‘planes and 
5,000 armoured vehicles were destroyed, 
against Russian losses of 1,900 ‘planes 
and 2,200 armoured cars,—({ Reuter. )

The 
“Germans say that the ‘‘ centre of the 
German offensive has been advanced 
125 miles east of Minsk.’’ 

“BEFORE KIEV” 

Kiev—Berlin says that “ troops moving 
from Southern Poland are standing 
immediately before Kiev,’’ the Uxrai- 
nian capital, but Moscow’s report is 
that fighting raged throughout yester- 
day near Novgorad.Volinsk, 125 miles 
to the west of Kiev on the Polish- 
Soviet frontier. This was the point, 
where, two days hefore, the German 
drive was stopped. The Russians 
also report that a German mechanised 
regiment was destroyed on Saturday 
afternoon. 

Bessarabia—Berlin asserts that Ger- 
man and Rumanian troops have thrown 
the Red Army men back “‘ to and beyond 
the Dniester River on a broad front,”’ 
but Moscow makes no reference to this 
sector. It is Anown, however, that 
the main Russian defences are behind 
the river which marks the old Russian 
frontier with Bessarabia..

Company single-decker omnibus and.a private motor car at 
Dolphin’s Barn Bridge, Dublin, yesterday evening. 


Six of the injured were women pas- 
sengers of the ‘bus. They were: Mrs. 
Margaret Tate, 14 Dolphin’s Barn 
street; Miss Brigid Duff, 11 Faughart 
road, Crumlin; Miss Angela Sutton, 
138 Upper Geeson street; Miss Letitia

LORD PRIVY SEALS 
WARNING 


A warning that no one should 
imagine for a moment that the issue 
with Germany was going to be decided 
by others than the British themselves, 
despite the more cheering War news 
from various parts of the world, was 
given by Mr. C. R. Attlee, the Lord 
Privy Seal, in a talk at Neath, South

The agreement which was signed in 
Moscow on Saturday between representa- 
tives of the Russian and British Govern- 
aents is an instrument of historic 
importance. It pledges the two Govern- 
ments to help each other in every possible 
way in the present war “against Hitlerite 
Germany”; and they undertake that 
during the war they will ‘‘ neither 
negotiate nor conclude an armistice or 
treaty of peace except by mutual consent.” 
The agreement was signed by Sir Stafford 
Cripps, British Ambassador to the Soviet 
Union, and Monsieur Molotoff, Russian 
Commissar for Foreign Affairs. It came 
into force as from the moment of signa- 
ture, and will not be subject to ratifica- 
tion. It is understood clearly that this 
agreement does not constitute a formal 
alliance between Great Britain and Soviet 
Russia; but, of course, it amounts to the 
same thing. Sir Stafford Cripps signed it 
‘by authority of His Majesty's Govern- 
ment in the United Kingdom’’; but there 
can be no doubt that it has had the 
blessing of all the Dominions, who share 
the general view in Great Britain that. 
however much democratic peoples may 
dislike the Sovict system, the British 
Empire is fighting against Germany, and, 
if the Russians can contribute towards 
Germany’s defeat, so much the better. 
There is, of course,.a certain section of 
opinion in Great Britain—possibly also 
in some of the Dominions—that might be 
inclined to take tho attitude, non tali 
auziliv, simply because the very idea of 
Communism is anathema; but after three 
weeks of fighting between the Russians and 
th- Germans, there no longer an be the 
smallest doubt that the great mass of the 
British people is preparod to give wholc- 
hearted support to the Soviets. This point 
of view expressed with forceful 
clarity by Mr. Winston Churchill 
immediately after Germany delivered her 
attack on the Soviets three weeks ago. 
Mr. Churchill probably has been a mor? 
determined and outspoken critic of the 
Russians than any other living English- 
man, and we are quite sure that his views 
on the Marxist system are no less extreme 
to-day than they were twenty odd years 
ago. The British Empire, however, is 
fighting a “total war.” It is fighting 
for its continued existence, «ni its people 
no longer can afford to be too fastidious 
in their choice of allies. Besides, the 
Germans have left them with no choice. 
For better or for worse, the British and 
the Russians are in the same boat. They 
will sink or swim together. 

After three weeks of exceedingly bitter 
fighting, the Russians claim to be holding 
the German attack, and, in some places, 
even to have gone over to the offensive. 
Their bulletins seem to be reasonably 
objective in tone; but, of course, in a war 
in which the propaganda weapon is being 
used so fiercely, the neutral observer 
cannot be expected to take any ez parte 
statements at their face value. There is 
little doubt that the Germans have made 
important advances in a number of places. 
A glance at the map after perusal of the 
Russian reports will establish this fact; 
but there is equally little doubt that terri- 
torial gains have been made at an appal- 
lingly heavy cost to the German Army 
and Air Force On the principle that the 
main purpose of a belligerent army is to 
kill the enemy, the Russians would appear 
to have been far more successful than 
anybody ever expected them to be. The 
German High Command had hoped to be 
able to “ liquidate’’ the Russian situation 
within three weeks, or, at most, a month, 
whereas not only have the Panzer- 
divisionen failed so far to smash the 
Russians, as they smashed the French, 
but the Soviet Army has inflicted 
serious casualties on the German troops.

have been advances all along the line. The 
Stalin Line, we are informed, has been 
pierced by daring assaults ‘‘ at all decisive 
points.” In the extreme South, the 
Rumano-German forces, advancing fruin 
Moldavia, are chasing the defeated 
Russians. In conjunction with the Slovak 
and Hungarian armies, the Ger'nans are 
trouncing their retreating enemies in 
Galicia. North-East of the Dniester 
German forces are “immediately before 
Kieff.” In the centre, the German 
offensive has progressed to a point one 
hundred and twenty-five miles east of 
Minsk, having disposed of Vitebsk on last 
Friday ; and in the North, to the east of 
Lake Peipus, the Russians are falling 
back upon Leningrad. To what extent 
these imposing claims can be justified it is 
not possible at the moment to say. From 
the broad standpoint of general strategy, 
they would seem to be relatively unim- 
portant The war between Germany and 
Russia is regarded in Germany as a means 
to an end: Great Britain is the enemy, 
and the attack on the Soviets was under- 
taken primarily in order, as it were, to 
clear the decks for a decisive assault on 
England. Will Germany’s position vis-d- 
vis the British Empire be stronger or 
weaker after the Russian campaign than 
it was three weeks ago? That is the vital 
question, on the answer to which the issue 
of the whole war probably will depend. 
The amount of damage, therefore, that 
may be done by the Russians to the 
German war machine is a matter of the 
utmost importance to the British. So long 
as the Soviet forces continue to fight, 
whether or not they forfeit territory, the 
German High Command will not be likely 
to undertake a major offensive against 
Great Britain. 


“ Not in These” 


At the beginning of the war it was 
rumoured in Britain that there might be 
a shortage of trousers at a later date, 
‘and it even was suggested that eventually 
the present form of long trousers might 
have to be superseded by shorts, or, at 
any rate, by knickerbockers, in order to 
conserve the supply of material. Up to 


.the present, however, no such contingency 


has arisen. Clothes, as a whole, have 


been rationed; but there is nothing to 
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According to the German bulletins, theres 


indicate that trousers, in particular, ever 
will receive special treatment from the 
Department of Supplies. In Germany, on 
the other hand, matters apparently have 
come to a head. At any rate, the Reich 
Controller of Clothing has _— forbidden 
women working in industry to wear 
trousers from now on, and the word 
trousers not only includes what are 
normally known as trousers in this 
country, hut. also any form of ‘‘ long- 
legged overalls’’—as the order puts it— 
which, presumably, also includes dungarees. 
Actually, such a decree is not entirely 
unexpected in Germany; according to a 
writer in the Manchester Guardian, ever 
since the beginning of the war there has 
been a great deal ot ‘loose talk about 
‘timber trousers,”’ preparing the people, 
as it were, for a time when it might 
become necessary to wear trousers made 
from some variety of wood-pulp. If the 
German Government had banned the 
wearing of trousers among women on 
grounds of pure estheticism, one could 
not do otherwise but agree with them. 
As it is, the new order will make it 
possible for the Germans to improve the 
general appearance of the country, while 
‘seeming to look on the matter purely from 
an economic attitude. It is, indeed, a 
great pity that those in authority in this 
country and in Great Britain could not 
find some similar formula by which they 
could deprive the womenfolk of their 
tzvousers and shorts, and give the women 
at the same time the impression that, by 
depriving them of these atrocities, they are 
performing a work of national importance ; 
for in no other way will the women readily 
agree to forego the wearing of trousers. 
Ever since some film star has appeared 
on the screen looking very glamorous in a 
pair of white flannel slacks, every young 
woman in the country, however ungraceful 
her figure, imagines that she will look 
quite as glamorous in a similar pair. 
Nothing will convince her that such an 
idea is mistaken. 


Holidays at Home 


When summer comes the desire for 
change stirs all but the most placid 
persons. As soon as school breaks for the 
vacation, the youngest of its pupils ex- 
presses a desire to ‘‘ go somewhere’’ for 
the holiday. Economic circumstances may 
prevent that somewhere from being any- 
where more remote than an adjacent 
stretch of sand, such as is to be found 
within a few miles of almost any part of 
Dublin ; it may be a nearby seaside resort, 
where a week or a fortnight or a month 
may be spent in the pleasures of the 
beach. Sophisticated adults experience a 
desire to travel farther. Every time they 
see the mail-boat pull out they think of 
the places to which it might be bearing 
them on the initial stage of their journey. 
They think of foreign lands and foreign 
tongues and foreign customs, and possibly 
this year they are thinking a great deal 
more longingly than ever before because 
the war has made holidays abroad un- 
obtainable. In many ways there is as 
great diyersion to be found in this island 
as there is in distant places, but the 
distance, as the proverb expresses it, lends 
enchantment; furthermore, the greater 
the number of new experiences, such as 
are to be found in foreign manners and 
ways of doing things, the greater the 
sensation of change and refreshment. In 
many parts of Ireland, however, the 
holiday-maker may stumble across styles 
of living and dressing and talking that 
are novel to him, Because of the very 
fact that he is on holiday he will be 
approaching each day with a different 
mental outlook, and this matter of mental 
outlook really is of as much significance 
as the processes of either sport or rest to 
which he puts his body during the 
vacation. To refresh him for the worries 
of the months to come and to prepare him 
for the rigours of the winter he needs both 
mental and physical relaxation, accom- 
panied by a certain amount of occasional 
stimulation. For neither of those is it 
necessary to go abroad. The ingredients 
are here for virtually every type of 
holiday, and certainly no other part of 
Europe to-day offers the freedom from 
alarms that is to be found in the twenty- 
six counties of Eire. 


“A MESSAGE FROM 
THE NORTH® 


Captain Denis Ireland, President of the 
Ulster Union Club, gave ‘‘A Message from 
the North ” at a ceilidhe in the Ierne Hall, 
Parnell square, Dublin, on Saturday night. 

He was there as the President of the Ulster 
Union Club—the primary object of which 
was simply to help Ulster Protestants to re- 
capture their true tradition as Irishmen, They 
happened to have their historical funda- 
mentalists in the North-East—a whole school 
of thought founded on the belief that what 
they elected to call Ulster had sprung into 
existence fully armed like an infant Hercules 
at the stroke of 1800. 

‘Well, we of the Ulster Union Club just 
do not believe it,” said Mr. Ireland. “We 
happen to believe that there was an organised 
society in Ulster prior to 1800—just as there 
was an Orange Order in existence years 
before the Union. We look back to that 
eighteenth century Ulster, and we find in it 
many lessons that might teach us how to 
live to-day. We do not want to turn back 
to the eighteenth century—that would be im- 
possible, in any event. But sometimes when 
you suspect you are on the wrong road it is 
a good idea to turn your mind back to the 
last cross-roads. And the last decade of the 
eighteenth century was an all-important 
cross-roads for Ulster. 

“When we of the Ulster Union Club look 
back, for example, and reflect that our 
Protestant forefathers raised a subscription 
for the building of the first Catholic Church 
in Belfast and—in the most natural way in 
the world—marched in their Volunteer uni- 
forms to attend the first Mass in it, we begin 
to reflect that our forefathers were both 
better men and better Protestants than many 
of their descendants to-day. Simply because 
they believed in their Protestantism. And 
because they believed in their Protestantism 
they had a profound respect for the religious 
beliefs of their fellow-countrymen. So, 
believing firmly as they did, they were there- 
fore, not afraid, firstly, to be good Irishmen, 
and, secondly, to be good neighbours. 

“ We have our beliefs, too. But one belief 
we hold is that the Imsh Sea is not an 
illusion, but a reality—something Almighty 
Providence put there for a reason. We 
believe, too, that we Protestants from the 
six counties of Northern Ireland have a part 
to piey in building up that real Ulster that 
will be once more the “ head and forefront of 
Ireland,” as it might have been but for that 
wrong turning at the end of the eighteenth 
century.” 

The Lord Mayor welcomed Captain Ireland 
and the other visitors from Belfast. 

Mr. Ireland's address was broadcast.
